THE AUSTRIAN INVASION OF 1866. 
Features of the present fnvasion of France are 
being interestingly compared with features of the 
invasion 44 years ago. Russia's present attack on 


correspond with the attack made by Prussia 48 
years ago. 

Humiliation over the forced submission to Aus- 
trian demands in the so-called “Olmutz Sur- 
render” of 1850 had caused Prussia to devote 16 
years to re-organizing its army, just as the humil- 
lation over the defeats by Japan has caused Rus- 
sia to devote 10 years to improving its troops and 


-Prussia showing everywhere the superior initia- 
tive, just as Russia is now. The invasion then 
was via Bohemia; now via Galicia. The Austrian 
forces were divided then as now. Three corps 
were left to oppose the Italians in the southwest. 
Now a considerable force has been diverted to 
oppose France. 

Such successes as the main force opposing the 
Prussians had in resisting the invasion from the 
north 48 years ago were only temporary. In cav- 
alry and artillery, the Austrians were held to be 
superior to their enemies. Their muzzle-loaders 
were of longer range and greater accuracy than 
the Prussians’ breech-loaders. But they were 
out-maneuvered and outfought at every turn. The 
causes that led to the almost total demoraliza- 
tion of the Austrian defense after the great de- 
feat of Sadowa, or Koniggratz, are worth consid- 
eration in speculating on the probable conse 
quence of the greater defeat at Lemberg.

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EXTINCTION OF PASSENGER PIGEON. 
After reading a few days ago that the last pas- 
senger pigeon had died and that the species is 
now extinct, we read that all carrier pigeons 
owned by German residents in Great Britain 
have been confiscated, for fear they should be 
used to transmit news to the enemy. Many per- 
sons, doubtless, confuse the passenger with the 
carrier or homing pigeon. 

The passenger pigeon, now unfortunately ex- 
tinct, is a wild American bird which formerly ap- 
peared in countless numbers. One flock seen by 
a naturalist named Wilson was estimated to con- 
tain more than 22,000,000 birds. These birds used 
to ravage the crop to such an extent that a Bishop 
near Montreal, it is said, was constrained to ex- 
orcize them as if they had been demons. 

The carrier or homing pigeon is a tame variety 
which has, as far back as Roman times, been used 
as an auxiliary to the various methods of sending 
news, especially during sieges or when ordinary 
means of communication could not be had. 
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A LITTLE MORE WATCHFUL WAITING. 
Unless the reader wishes to disquiet himself un- 
duly, he will discount all alarmist reports from 
Mexico or Washington dealing with the Mexican 
situation. 

First Chief Carranza, acting head of the military 
Government, now in control at the City of Mexico, 
has called national elections for November. Gen- 
erals Villa and Obregon, the latter acting for First 
Chief Carranza, are jointly quieting small armed 
outbreaks in Sonora and Durango. 

Carranza has formally, but, of course, not actu- 
ally, “closed” the port of Vera Cruz against im- 
ports, by way of protesting against American col- 
lection of customs duties in the big coast city. 
It is to be presumed this act is a mere formality, to 
complete the official record for the day of final 
settlement. Surely Carranza cannot hope to force 
the hand of the Washington Government, or hurry 
its withdrawal of American troops, otherwise than 
by hastening the establishment of a duly elected 
Constitutional Government in Mexico. His order 


proves his perception of the Washington Govern- 
ment's purpose to stand pat in Vera Cruz until 
it sees a responsible civil Government set up in 
the Mexican capital. ,

Berlin Vorwaerts: The Berlin Socialist paper 

Vorwaerts of Aug. 23, in a leading article, headed 

“Our Enemies, protests against “the inhuman 


treatment advocated by certain military journals 


in Germany against the civilian population in 


Belgium and France who are . the in- 


vading armies.” 
It would seem that the German press was cir- 
culating numerous harrowing stories of alleged 


atrocities committed on German troops by civil- 


fans in the two countries named, and that this 
supplied certain newspapers with a pretext for 
clamoring for retaliation. 

Vorwaerts first points out how little these sto- 
ries can be re 2d on, since they all come either 
second or third hand, or are written under excite- 
ment. Then it says: Nor must we forget that 
in every peasant man and woman who is shoot- 
ing at our troops from behind there lives the senti- 
ment that he is defending his home and chattels. 

“We refer to the law of April 21, 1813, obviously 
still in force, by the Prussian Landsturm. Accord- 
ing to it, the Landsturm is called out, it has to 
wage a struggle for the national defense, in which 
all means are allowed. 

“The missions of the Landsturm, says the law, 
are to bar invasion and the withdrawal of the en- 
emy; to keep him always on the run; to capture 
his ammuniiion; to destroy his hospitals; to carry 
out nightly attacks upon him, and the law ex- 
pressly prescribes that the Landsturm should wear 
no uniforms, as they would render it more easily 
discernible.” 

“The Socialist paper warns against “putting our 
struggles in a wrong light in the eyes of all the 
world,” and calls upon the members of the work- 


| 


ing class who are fighting at the front to remem- 


ber “their brethren on the other side” and to be- 
have toward them in a “chivalrous manner.” 


FIGHT TO A FINISH. 

London Express: We are given yesterday 
an indication of the next move of the trembling 
peace-at-any-price fanatics, born into the world 
without blood in their veins or marrow in their 
bones, who for so long have been the curse of this 
country. Lord Hversley, in a letter to the Daily 
News, deliberately suggests that while our inter- 
vention in this war was made necessary by the 
German invasion of Belgium, if they were driven 
out of that country all reason for our intervention 
would cease, This is, of course, monstrously ab- 
surd. It is naturally left to the Daily News to 
print such tosh. War will cease for Great Britain 
when Prussia is broken, hopelessly and forever, 
and when the Kaiser Wilhelm, who is directly re- 
sponsible for the death and suffering of hundreds 
_ of innocent Belgians, is either himself dead or a 
permanent prisoner in some distant island of the 
seas. Let there be no doubt about it! It may 
take months, it may take years, but Britain and 
France will go on fighting until that end is 
achieved or they both cease to exist. 


GRATEFUL TO AMERICA. 

London Spectator: Although we are very 
grateful for the strong moral support of the 
Americans, we must not, whatever our extrem!- 
tles may be in the struggle before us, look for 
anything more than good wishes from the United 
States. Her proper course, her natural course, the 
course which is prescribed by international duty, 
as well as by self-interest, is to remain neutral in 
the strictest possible sense of the word. 


NEUTRAL SHIPPING. 

London Express: The possibility, suggested 
by the American cables, that the United States 
Governmént may purchase the German ships, in- 
terned by fear of our navy in American harbors, 
may have serious consequences. These ships, fly- 
ing the American flag, might be used to carry 
foodstuffs to Germany, and in that event it would 
be essential that the British navy should estab- 
lish an effective blockade of all German ports. 
Food, too, can be ¢arried into Germany from Rot- 
terdam, and difficulties may arise. But whatever 

these difficulties may be, Great Britain will con- 
tinue to respect the rights of neutral shipping, 
and will, to the end, conduct war on a humani- 
tarian and long-sighted policy. |

The nonsense and 
silly prejudice which has dominated this matter in 
thé past should be wiped out and forgotten when 
such an opportunity as that of the present offers, 
and when we face such a crisis as we now face. 
There is enough money in this country and there 
are enough men of brains and enterprise to attend 
té this affair and to establish our merchant ma- 
rine once there is a determination to go about it 


‘in the right way. Now is the time to do that. 


Let the Government give whatever assistance is 
necessary. 


NO NEED TO BUY. 


Indianapolis Star: There is no emergency ex- 
isting such as should influence the Government to 
embark in the shipping business. Conditions on 
the seas are not nearly so desperate as some in 
Congress seem to imagine. When war was first 
declared ‘there was, of course, confusion and un- 
settlement. These are rapidly disappearing. The 
ship lines, excepting those of Germany and Aus- 
tria, are resuming their old routes, and it is not 
likely that there will be any stagnation of com- 
merce in this country such as would warrant the 
Government in taking the initiative in getting our 
products out of the country and those of other 
nations into this country. 

The New York Herald of last Sunday published, 
as a part of its routine shipping news, a table 
showing the sailings of 48 ships that are booked 
to leave New York for European ports within the 
next six weeks. The New York Commercial last 
Thursday printed the sailing dates of 55 ships that 
are to leave within fifteen days for ports in Cen- 
tral and South America. There is no shortage of 
boats to take care of commerce. The Government 
should keep out, particularly in view of the fact 
that it cannot carry out the proposed program 
without arousing unnecessary friction abroad. 


ACT WITH CAUTION. 


New York World: In all this furor over a 
hasty creation of an American merchant marine 
The World has never once lost sight of the fact 
that our purchases must be made with care. Owing 
to the power of Britain and France at sea, German 
shipping is useless. If, through our newly awak- 
ened enterprise, we could, for Germany’s welfare 
nc less than our own, turn these great unpro- 
ductive investments into money or credit available 
in Berlin, we should be acting practically in the 
character of an ally. Germany itself, while per- 
haps expectant, is too wise to be hopeful of such a 
development. 

The new American merchant marine must be 
founded, first of ali, upon the purchase of ships 
owned by heutrals as to whose status there will 
be no question. There are many of these. The 
exigencies of war invite us selfishly to look to 
the sorely pressed belligerents: but unless we are 
eager for war ourselves, we must forego war bar- 
gains to buy where peace prevails. 

We are trustees for these splendid German 
ships, and we can no more traffic in them than an

New York World: The Staats-Zeitung says 
editorially of the destruction of Louvain by the 
Germans: 

“The punishment is a terribly severe one. But 
the life of a single German militiaman under such 
circumstances is worth more than the whole city 
of Louvain, with all its relics and its treasures.” 

This is a pious and heautiful Christian senti- 
ment. It ought to be especially inspiring to the 
Cossacks when they have Worked their way into 
the heart of Germany. 


INCREDIBLE. 7 

New York Sun: The story of Louvain, as told 
by Germany’s enemies to her discredit and to the 
shame of civilization, must have another version. 
As it stands in the accusing reports the thing is 
incredible. It is almost as far beyond belief as 
it stands in the only official and exculpatory 
statement at this time available from German 
sources. There must be another side to the story. 

On Thursday the German Emperor was tele- 
graphing to his Ministers at Berlin: ‘Confidence 
in the irresistible might of our heroic army and 
unshakable belief in the help of a living God, to- 
gether with the consciousness that we are fight- 
ing for a worthy cause, should give us faith in an 
early delivery of Germany from her enemies.” 

Is it concsivable that a living God should acqui- 
esce in this annihilation of the beautiful city of 
Louvain and the destruction of innocent men, 
women and children therein? 

Even Attila, the Etzel of Teutonic legend, the 
Scourge of God, the destroyer of many cities, 
spared the defenseless town of Troyes. 


WHO WAS GUILTY? 

Cleveland Plain Dealer: If Louvain has been 
completely destroyed, it was a crime not merely 
against the unoffending citizens, not even against 
the Belgian nations. It was a crime against the 
world’s civilization. Quite aside from the cruelty 
practiced on the lacemakers and ornament carv- 
ers of sleepy old Louvain, there was an outrage 
committed against all humanity. For Louvain, 
with its monuments of beauty and its lesson for 
the present and the future, belonged not to Bel- 
gium but to the world. 

Germany, it may be hoped, will not condone 
what was done at Louvain. Let the guilt be local- 
ized and placed crushingly on the responsible men, 
that a great nation and people may be spared in 
the tribunal of history. 


POOR BELGIUM! 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Poor Belgium! AlI 
that she has wanted was to be allowed to live 
out her life of profound peace. Instead of that, 
she finds her fields desolated, her industries in 
ruins and her captured cities made to pay im- 
mense tributes in money. It would seem as if 
Germany was pursuing a dangerous policy in 
harking back a century for the laying of tribute. 
Suppose—just suppose—that in the end German 
cities should be captured by the allies. Would 
not the reprisals be something tremendous? 


SNIPERS IN CIVIL WAR. 

Philadelphia Record: It is human nature for 
a noncombatant to seek to contribute his little mite 
of resistance to invaders, and in every war “‘snip- 
ing” has been practiced. Under the ruleg of war 
this is punishable by death, but only a military 
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vandal would seek to extend this retribution upon 


the individual to the destruction of a city of 40,000 
persons. 

In our Civil War no such barbarous practice pre- 
vailed. Students of that titanic struggle will re- 
call that in its early stages Col. Elmer E. Ells- 
worth, the commander of a New York regiment, 
entered the city of Alexandria, Va., near Wash- 
ington, with his men, and, seeing a Confederate 
flag flying from a hotel, attempted to remove it 
himself. In doing this he was shot by the pro- 
prietor, a noncombatant, who in turn was instant- 
ly killed by Ellsworth’s men. 
ended. Had German ideas prevailed, Alexandria 
would have been burned to the ground. On in- 
numerable occasions both Union and Confederate 
forces were subjected to “sniping” as they passed 
through hostile country. When Sherman’s army 
passed through Raleigh, N. C., in the last month 
of the war, they were exposed to this annoyance, 
but took no drastic revenge. Tradition has glori- 
fied John Burns, a 70-year-old resident of Gettys- 
burg, because on the approach of Lee’s army in 
1863 he shouldered his musket and went out to 
resist the invaders. ) 

If large and historic cities are to be destroyed 
because a few excitable persons, ignorant of the 
rules of war and filled with a blind fury against 
what they consider the wanton ruin of their coun- 
try, fire upon armed invaders, a new horror will 
be added to war. If Germany herself suffers in 
this way she will receive no sympathy from the 
outside world. 


REPRISALS IN WAR. 


Cincinnati Commercial Tribune: Where vast 
bodies of men of different nationalities with viru- 


lent antipathies and prejudices are in the field, 


it is a difficult matter to keep them in bounds, 
even where there is no excuse for looting. War 
seems to let loose all the pent up instincts of sav- 
agery which peace and civilization held in check. 
It is unfortunate that one of the most highly 
civilized and capable nations of the world has 
given its seeming indorsement to the theory that 
reprisals in war are defensible. 

Should the ignorant and savage Cossacks suc- 
ceed in penetrating German territory the prece- 
dent set in Belgium may be used to the irrepara- 
ble detriment of the Kaiser and his subjects.

German Germany. The North, after 
the Civil War, and Germany, after 
1871, both committed the sin of over 
Severity. A resolute and understanga- 


ing America may be able to save ys 
from that. 
Moreover, it is strongly felt in Western 


Europe that this war must end in a 
peacemaking that will be something 
more thorough than the usual agree. 
ments and treaties. We do not want a 
series of treaties with, perhaps, secret 
understandings behind them, between 
England and Russia, Italy and Russia, 
France and Italy, and so on and on, en- 
tangling Europe in a new set of uneasy 
relationships. 

Such things delight the soul of dipio- 
mats and world politicians, but are hate. 
ful to all ‘right-spirited men. We do 
not want any more of that fear which 
lurks in darkness of whispered under- 
takings. We went to Americanize the 
methods of this settlement, we want 
open conference of all states of tie 
world, and we want not M&ny treaties. 
but one—one to which all nations on 


earth must subscribe. 


] scribe to new boundaries which the set- 


tlement will establish and engage its 
strength to maintain them. The coun- 
ties of England, the departments of 
France and the Canadian berder are 
marked out in permanent lines and why 
should not the whole political map of the 
world be drawn in permanent lines?

Given a court, given a big armament, 
given a little royal venality, aggressive 
patriotism will rule the state. The 
Kalser's close association with Krupp 18 
only the monstrous demonstration of 
this reaction. There is no need to be 
hypocritical because one’s country is at 
war.

Snovden published a list of English 
public men who held shares in arma- 
ment firms; it was a very startling list, 
and no one pretends the political life 
of France is any cleaner handed. The 
whole .governing system of the world 
is more or less in it. It is a trade more 
damnable than any trade in accumu- 
lating danger. It must end. But it 
cannot end if any neutral Power chooses 
to stand out and shelter the traffickers. 


Would Rush for Profits, 
If Venezuela, for example, chose to 


dissent from the general resolution, 
Krupps, Armstrongs, Vickers and Max- 
ims would go thither headlong and set 
up works. They would go there just 
as the worst business corporations in 
America go te corrupt states in the 
Union. It is necessary that strong 
groups of nations should be prepared to 
enforce this most urgent and salutary 
suppreesion on any outstanding state, 
and, if need be, suppress it, just as the 
slave trade was suppressed by whole- 
some force. 

This is a thing that only the United 
States ca set going and carry through; 
it is a thing that needs them. But the 
United States, for all its pacific pur- 
poses, never has hesitated to use weap- 
ons for a legitimate end. 

Here, then, is a program for America, 
as the peacemaker. She will come for- 


ward in the community of nations as a

The advance sale of season subscrip- 
tions is considerably larger this year to 
fate than at the corresponding date last 
year.

Na GARDEN 


Trees and Shrubs That Sustain 
and Preserve Life Are Shown 
in Central House. 


The new conservatory, second largest 
in the world, at the Missouri Botanica’ 
Garden always is a source of delight and 
interest. The collection of rare and in- 
tcresting plants is sure to please the 
casual visitor, but to the student it is 
a storehouse of knowledge. . 

The collection in the central house 
consists of some of the more important 
palms, those of economic value, attrac- 
tive and pleasing to the eye, but more 
interesting when one knows the impor- 
tant part they play in the affairs of 
every day life; that is, the service they 
are to mankind. The rattan palm, 
which is much used in the manufacture 
of furniture, the plant furnishing the 
palm leaf fan, the date palm, which is 
now in fruit, as well as the fish-scale 
palm are all to be found here. 

Another interesting plant in thie 
house, which greatly resembles the 
palm, though belonging to a different 
family, is the plant from which panama 
hats are made. 

Tea and Coffee Plants Are Here. 

Passing through the door to the leit 
and entering the south wing one finds 
a superb collection of economic plants, 
many of them in flower and fruit. he 
collection includes many of the trop- 
ical fruit trees, few of which the visitors 
has ever seen growing. Among them 
the orange, olive, guava, Japanese 
plum, mangosteen and numerous other 
similar fruits. Another group is the 
perfume and spice plants, including tea 
and coffee trees of different varieties. 
Here one finds the patchouli, different 
species of jasmine, fragrant olive; 
among the spices are the black-pepper, 
ginger, allspice, cinnamon and nutmeg. 
Here one also finds the oil and resin- 
producing plants, together with some 
species of rubber, also the tree which is 
the foundation for most of the chewing 
gums. 

Another economic group of marked 
interest is that of the textile fiber 
plants.” There are fine specimens of 
the plant from which Manila rope and 
paper are made, New Zealand hemp, 
sisal hemp and silk floss.“ 

“St. John’s Bread” Is Shown. 

Close by is a shrub of “St. John's 
Bread.“ which yields an edible pod of 
the bean type, which is supposed to be 
the locust upon which John the Bap- 
tist subsisted while in the wildnerness; 
as well as the husks,“ which consti- 
tuted the diet of the prodigal son. A 
fine collection of medicinal plants also 
are in this section of the new conserv- 
atory, which physicians and medical 
students should find instructive and in- 
teresting. 

In another group of greenhouses is 
to be found the vanilla orchard, bearing 
long bean-pods which furnish our most- 
used flavoring extract. In the banana 
house of this group of greenhouses is 
a large banana tree in bud, the open- 
ing of the bud into the full-blown flow- 
er and the fruit formation is an in- 
teresting study of fruition, and one

While the products are familiar to all, 
yet the growing plants are new to many 
visitors—especially city school children. 
Now with the opening of the public 
schools teachers should avail them- 
selves of the splendid educaional fa- 
cilities this tract affords in acquaint- 
ing their pupils with the plants supply- 
ing the necessities of life. This col- 
lection can only last, at the longest 
period, for six weeks. 

In this section are grown such food- 
stuffs as wheat, corn, rice, rye, oats, 
buckwheat. sorghum, sugar cane, sugar 
beets and peanuts. Few people realize 
that peanuts grow upon a small an- 
nual vine, and that while the flowers 
are born upon the ground, they must 
be covered ‘with soil, as the nuts are 
Geveloped under the earth, much after 
the manner of potatoes. There is a finé 
field of cotton, one of tobacco, flax, 
broom corn; likewise there are various 
grains, alfalfa cowpeas, clover, timothy 
and other kinds of stock food. 

The collection of herbs, hardy drug 
plants, should be of special interest to 
students of medicine and pharmacy.

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Trial Is Made. 

The Postmaster-General, believing 
in the merits of the parcel :post sys- 
tem, some time ago designated cer- 
tain cities of the country for trial of 
the parcel post as a vehicle of direct 
exchange system between farm pro- 
ducers and city consumers. 
In the opinion of the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral and of the postal officials Iimmedi- 
ately charged with the management of 
‘the parcel post system the reports re- 
ceived at the department demonstrate 
that the farm-to-city service has come 
to stay. Its present utility is proven. 
Its rapid growth is certain. 

Extracts from the reports of the 10 
cities designated by the Postmaster- 
General call attention to many diffi- 
culties. Even yet, although the 1-ews- 
papers have given news and editorial 
space liberally, a great deal remains tc 
be done by way of spreading detailed 
information as to ways and means of 
using the mails for marketing. 

Damage Slight. 

A count recently completed by the 
railway mail service brought out the 
fact that the average of damage to 
shipments in transit is less than one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. Nevertheless a 
chief cause of complaint has been dam- 
age to shipments. In a vast majority 
of cases these have been due to im- 
proper packing. 

In co-operation with the Department 
of Agriculture the Postoffice Depart- 
ment is working to eliminate this. 

In nearly all the 10 cities selected 
oy the Postmaster as experimenta) 
the shipment by post of the more 
perishable articles, such as butter and 
dressed poultry, fell of during the mid- 
summer months owing to the extreme 
heat.

length of time. Some of the large Wail 
street banks have made heavy advances 
and as a result of the conference held 
at Washington yesterday it is probable 
that fresh loans will be made within 
the next few days. 

“These loans were the subject of m- 
formal conferences held todav by bank- 
ers returning from Washington and the 
heads of large institutions here. The 


feeling was general that the banks of 
the large reserve centers should let 
thel Southern correspondents have 
what money they needed and that the 
loans which would ordinarily be 1 
off at this season should be renewed as 
fast as they fell due. 

In this way it is expected that the 
New York banks will lend fully 376,000. 
000 to the South in connection with the 
movement to carry cotton until the for- 
eign demand improves or the domestic 
spinners are in position to enlarge their 
purchases. 

In addition to the loans secured in 
this city, the Southern banks will have 
recourse to the emergency currency is- 
sues which the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury has authorized. Some embarrass- 
ment has been caused, however, by the 
fact that some of the banks which will 
need such assistance are not in position 
to secure it until they have formed cur- 
rency associations under the terms of 
the Aldrich-Vreeland act. 

Money Market Improving. 

“The situation in this respect is an- 
pore. since the banks of the South 
have had six years in which to or- 
ganize the currency’ associations 
which must be formed in order to 
pass on applications for emergency 
notes. Owing to the large shipments 
of emergency currency to the inte- 
rior, there has been a disposition on 
the part of various lenders to lend 
more freely here on call. 

“This was emphasized yesterday by 
the action of individual tenders of- 
fering to put out large loans on call 
at eight per cent. There was rela- 
tively little money loaned in this 
way, however, although the develop- 
ments clearly show that the situa- 
tion was easier and that the banks 
were accommodating their own cus- 
tomers with all the funds that were 
really needed. There are indications 
that the next step will be to enlarge 
the supply of money for mercantile 
borrowers, so that the usual sales 
of high-grade commercial may be 
made. 

“This is a matter of much impor- 
tance, and is natural that it 
should have engaged the attention 
of many bankers this week who have 
been seeking to bring about normal 
conditions in the money market and 
afford whatever assistance was nec- 
cessary to merchants and others hav- 
ing to finance business undertakings. 

“There is little doubt that the banks 
of the Western reserve cities have now 
about all the emergency currency money 
they will have to have unless additional 
arrangements should be made to pro- 
vide for advances to special classes 
or to other municipalities. 

“Some of the large industrial com- 
Panies gre in need of money, but in 
most cases these requirements can be 
financed by the banks without great 
difficulty. Besides the city of New 
York there are other municipalities 
which will have to pay off short term 
loans before long. 

“These engagements are not very 
heavy, however, but in the aggregate 
they reach a sufficient flgure to make it 
necessary for the bankers in charge of 
the arrangements to secure the support 
of all the banks in the cities affected

Such disappointment has been felt 
here this week at your market's con- 
tinued reluctance to release gold 
against your maturing foreign debts. 
But the feeling is less strong than it 
was, because of the disapproval which 
we understand your market feels at the 
project for buying the costly German 
ships. That would have seemed to us 
inconsistent with non-release of gold 
for existing obligations. 

Whether your bankers’ attitude to- 
ward gold is due to impending reforms 
for starting your new Federal reserve 
banks, we do not know. Our informa- 
tion is that the new act cannot possi- 
bly be in full foree for three months 


yet. 

Our banks’ position in the matter of 
gold alone is now the strongest in 18 
years, and is likely to be still stronger 
next week; but the heavy load of deposit 
liabilities incurred through the past 
month’s abnormal rediscounting re- 
mains. 

Paris bankers are taking all neces- 
sary precautions preparatory to a siege 
of the city. Berlin's financial position 
is bad. The Reichsbank’s note circula- 
tion has risen £105,000,000 since the be- 
ginning of the war; it is now issuing 
small notes for two marks and its out- 
standing discounts are £200,000,000. The 
prescribed tax on note issues over a 
given maximum has been abandoned; 
whereas with us, a severe tax is im- 
posed even on the relatively small 
amount of treasury notes allotted to the 
banks.

BALTIMORE, Sept. 5.—The festival ar- 
ranged for the celebration here of the 
centennial of the birth of the national 
‘}anthem, “The Star Spangled Banner.“ 
will begin tomorrow.

Congress recently appropriated $75,000 
for the erection of a monument to Fran- 
cis Scott Key, author of the anthem. 

The opening of the festival tomorrow 
will be marked by a sacred concert and 
special commemorative services in all 
the churches. 

During the week there will be a naval 
show which will. include almost every 
type of vessel from the frigate Constel- 
lation, launched at Baltimore in 1797, 
to the super-dreadnaught Florida.

| countries involved taking part, prac- 
tically all of the neutral powers have 
signified their intention of being repre- 
sented. 

The governors of 90 states and the 
mayors of 50 cities have named delegates 
to attend the celebration. Among the 
governors who expect to come are David 
I. Walsh of Massachusetts, Simson. E. 
Baldwin of Conecticut, John K. Tener 
of Pennsylvania, Henry C. Stuart of Vir- 
ginia, Charles R. Miller of Delaware, 
Cole L. Blease of South Carolina, El- 
liott W. Major of Missouri, Edward F. 
Dunne of Illinois, Joseph M. Carey of 
Wyoming and Governor Marvin H. 
Glynn of New York.

FOR CONTEMPT 


Chicago Jurist Orders State’s 
Attorney to Pay $500, Serve 
10 Days in Jail. 


OUTCOME OF A _ SPEECH 


Prosecutor, Among Other De- 
rogatory Statements, Called 
Judge Cooper Crook.“ 


CHICAGO, Sept. 8.—Maclay Hoyne, 
State’s Attorney, who criticised Judge 
Wililam Fennimore Cooper in a speech, 
was fined $500 and sentenced to 10 days 
in jail for contempt of court by Judge 
Cooper today. 

Hoyne, it ig expected, will combat the 
sentence in the Appellate Court. 

The Court’s action comes as aftermath 
of the bitter political fight in 1912. Hoyne 
claimed the right, as State’s Attorney, 
to conduct a grand jury investigation 
of charges of fraud in his own election. 
He was preparing for the calling of such 
&® grand jury when those opposed to 
him went before Judge, Cooper and had 
a special grand jury appointed, with 
John E. Northrup, a lawyer, as special 
State’s Attorney. Hoyne is said to have 
foyght the proceeding at every possible 
point. 

Last May, in addressing a meeting of 
the Bond Men’s Club, he is said to have 
called the Judge a ‘‘crook’’ and to have 
made many other contemptuous _§re- 
marks. 

Judge Cooper in delivering an opinion 
on the case today, said that Hoyne had 
purged himself of contempt in so far as 
the use of the word ‘‘crook” was con- 
cerned by his sworn denial in Court. 
He admitted making certain other 
statements derogatory to the Court and 
in a letter replying to an inquiry of the 
Court, said that probably, as his state- 
menta were correct, he would make 
them again as occasion invited. 

In his opinion Judge Cooper expressed 
regret at the necessity for taking cog- 
nizance of the State’s Attorney’s state- 
ments, but he said he had overlooked 
two previous offenses of Mr. Hoyne's 
and that the integrity of the Ceurt de- 
manded action. 

After remaining in the custody of Sher- 
iff Zimmer three hours, Hoyne appealed 
the case to the Appellate Court, where 
Judge McSurley issued a writ of super- 
sedeas and admitted him to bail in 
bond of $1000.

Germany’s Foes Agree to Meet

OLLOWING is the text of the protocol signed today by 

representatives of the Powers opposing Germany to 
fight together to the end: 

The undersigned, duly authorized thereto by their re- 
spective Governments, hereby declare as follows: 

The British, French and Russian Governments mutually 
engage not to eonclude peace separately during the present 
war. The three Governmenta agree that when the terms of 
peace come to be discussed no one of the allies will demand con- 
ditions of peace without the previous agreement of cach of the 
other allies.

With several others I helped to get 
the people together to see if we could 
find Henry, but we were tunsuccess- 
ful, it being stated he was on the 
Touraine up to his ears in work, 
while a Lieutenant had been sent by 
him to see what he could do for. us. 

‘Eventually English officers gave up 
their quarters to many women, while 
British soldiers gave up blankets to 
others, and at last we got permission for 
some to sleep on the deck of the Tou- 
raine. 

Refugees Without Feod. 

Not in all that time did we see Henry. 
Later Mr. Williams of Philadelphia saw 
Henry and accused him to his face of 
treating the refugees shabbily, to which 
Henry replied: My God, man; this is 
war.’ In the morning there was nothing 
for the women and children to eat until 
we went foraging in town for food for 
them. 

“Again the British treepers came to 
the rescue and gave up their rations to 
the hungry refugees. 

„An English gentleman in @ motor car 
came along and asked if he could be of 
assistance, producing from underneath 
the seat of his automobile a large ham 
and bread, which he said he gladly 
would contribute. It was thankfully re- 
ceived.

Following is the text of the Presi- 
dent’s order: 

“Whereas, an order has been is- 
sued by me dated Aug. 5, 1914, de- 
claring that all radio stations within 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
of America were prohibited from 
transmitting or receiving for delivery 
messages of an un-neutral nature and 
from in any way rendering to any 
one of the belligerents any un-neu- 
tral service; and, 

“Whereas, it is desirable to hake 
precautions to insure the enforce- 
ment of said order insofar as it re- 
lates to the transmission ef code and 
cipher messages by 
Stations capable of trans-Atlantic

“Now, therefore, it is ordered, by 
virtue of authority vested in me by

GERMAN VERSION

Allgemeine Zeitung Says Bel 
gian Citizens Made Organized 
Attack Upon Soldiers. 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to the 
Wolff Bureau from Bertin, by way df 
Copenhagen, says that the Nord 
Neutsche Allgemeine Zeitung has pub- 
lished the following official statement: 


“Belgium is circulating officially a 
false account of the occurrences for 
which Louvain was compelled to suffer. 
It is declared that German troops were 
repulsed by a sortie from Antwerp and 
were mistakingly fired on by our own 
troops in Louvain, and that this caused 
the burning of Louvain. 

As a matter of fact, even this proved 
indutiably that the Germans repulsed 
the Belgian sortie. During this en- 
gagement the Germans in Louvain were 
attacked unquestionably in pursuance 
of an organized plan in different parts 
of the country. This happened after 
the Germans had been in pleasant rela- 
tionship with the inhabitants of Lou- 
vain for more than 24 hours. 

“This attack was first made upon a 
battalion of the Landsturm, composed 
principally of middle-aged and peacef.l 
men, themselves fathers -of families. 
Others attacked included members of 
the staff of the Commanding General. 
The Germans lost numbers of dead and 
wounded. Nevertheless they gained the 
upper hand with the help of newly ar- 
rived troops, who themselves wers 
greeted with rifle fire at the railroad 
station. 

“An investigation is under way, the 
result of which will be made public. The 
truth of the statements made in the 
foregoing is beyond all doubt. The 
Hotel De Ville was saved from fire. 
Efforts to extinguish the flames else- 
where were unavailing.”’ 

Commenting upon the occurrences in 
Louvain, the Allgemeine Zeitung says: 
“German diplomats in the ducal states 
have been furnished with material to 
refute these lying accusations against 
the Germany army. The German Min- 
ister at The Hague also has been in- 
structed to ask the Dutch Government 
to urge the Belgian Government, in the 
interest of humanity, to stop the civil 
population of Belgium from continuing a 
resistance which is so completely futile.

ITH the disappearance of the 
W able-bodied men from the shops 
and from the underground and 
surface transportation went horses also, 
and so the food supply was immediately 
reduced. There was no milk, no but- 
ter and few fresh vegetables, few eggs. 
The big grocery shops were besieged by 
a crowd so vast that the police inter- 
vened; only a limited number of per- 
sons were permitted to enter at once. 
And these could not buy unless they 
could offer the exact amount of money 
in payment. No change would be given. 
This state of things began so suddenly 
we were quite unprepared for it. * 

That was only three days ago and al- 
ready we have become accustomed to 
accepting without protest the meals 
Louise prepares for us. It is what 1 
can give madame, not what she would 
wish,“ is the formula which accompa- 
nies the announcement of each meal. 

Poor Louise is calm and courageous, 
but very sad, these days. Her husband 
is among the first of the reservists to 
be called to service. He leaves for the 
front tomorrow. 

People See a Long War. 

Yet, though thinned and pale from the 
anxieties of the last few weeks, she is 
as faithful in performing her duties as 
before. She will leave me, though, at 
the end of two weeks. Her home is at 
Rheims and she must be with her pec- 
ple.“ She, with all the people in the 
street, believes the war will be long 
and terrible and also she hopes and 
fully believes France will be victori- 
ous.”’ 

Anna, our Blanchisseuse, who comes 
twice a week to wash, is of a tempera- 
ment quite different. For two weeks 
she has wept floods of tears; yesterday 
she declared herself too sad to work.” 
When her little savings are exhausted 
she can but die.“ 

She keeps an army of canary birds, 
who consume much grain. When she 
has no more for them she will ‘‘open 
me doors of the cages and let them fly 
where they will.” 

Foreigners are prone to dwell on the 
volatile quality of the French tempera- 
ment. It is.a mistaken idea. 

Anna is an exception to all the women 
and men in the neighborhood I have 
talked with. My newspaper woman 's 
like Louise, sad, but brave and deter 
mined. She is a widow with a young 
son of 12 years. 

Talking with her this morning over 
the news that France was declared at 
war with Germany, I said she should 
be content her son was too young to 
be sent out. Her answer was these 
grand and simple words: 

But no, madame, I regret it! I would 
gladly send him with my blessing.” 

The husband of my concierge left her 
yusterday, pale and red-eyed. No duty 
is forgotten. 

“Germany Must Be Beaten,” 

“One must weep, though one’s heart 
is filled with courage,” she says, Ger- 
many must be beaten.” This ig the 
séntiment expressed on all sides. With 
calm, grave face and voice all say the 
same, Germany MUST be beaten!

No one with a German name is safe 
now in this city, which is under military 
law. Any shop, closed or open, which 
is suspected of having the slightest 
affiliation with anything German, is 
mercilessly wrecked. All the Maggi milk 
shops—a philanthropic enterprise where 
pure milk was sold at cost price, but 
owned by a man of German descent— 
were wrecked. * * * 

It is a new Paris we see and know 
now. It is not safe to stir abroad at 
night. At 9 o’clock the cafes are closed, 
but before that hour the streets are 
practically deserted. No one cares to go 
to the playhouses and the principal 
theaters are being prepared for hospit- 
als, among others the beautiful Theater 
Des Champs Elysees, which, -with its 
numerous dressing rooms fitted with hot 
and cold water, will be ideal. 

Back in the Curfew Days. 

“Gay Paris!“ That word is a mockery 
now applied to Paris. We are back in 
the curfew days. | 

During the day time the greatest crowds 
are gathered before the doors of the 
grocery shops, for already we are going 
through a small siege. Owing to the 
scarcity of assistants, these shops are 
open only for a couple of hours in the 
morning and afternoon. 


Lines, divided by ropes, are formed, 
like those on steamship wharves, and 
here the customers stand waiting 
their turn. Some shops are closed 
for want of help; others are closed 
because every man, from top to bot- 
tom of the directors’ staff, has gone 
to the front. 

* * * 

There is nothing in the least spec- 
tacular about this leaving of all the 
men of military age in Paris—no 
marching of uniformed soldiers, no 
music of bands. In any sort of 
clothes, carrying hand luggage, sin- 
gle men or little groups of men, 
quietly walk or ride in the motor 
buses reserved for them, to the sta- 
tions. There the leave-taking is pa- 
thetic, but never noisy. 

Grandeur of Mobilization Day. 

The first day of the mobilization in 
Paris had a grandeur and a calm 
worthy of the cause. The gare de l'Est 
was the scene of an imposing  spec- 
tacle and the streets around it were 
crowded with those who were left be- 
hind cheering those who were leaving 
for the front. The boulevard in front 
of the gare, generally alive with cafes 
of all sorts, was thronged that day with 
a calm, determined and eager crowd. A 
few automobiles full of Red Cross nurses 
drove up and were particularly cheered 
by the crowd. These calmly smiled in 
response and quietly took their places 
amid the soldiers. ; 

The train service was splendidly man- 
aged—no pushing, no confusion. All 
three classes were alike; every soldier 
took a seat where he could find one.

TURKEY IF NATION 
STAYS NEUTRAL 


Writtén Guarantee Tendered 
Grand Vizier by Ambassadors 
of England, France and Russia. 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—Great Britain, 
Russia and France have left with the 
Grand Vizier of Turkey a written state- 
ment guaranteeing the independence 
and integrity of the Ottoman empire 
against all comers, should Turkey ob- 
serve strict neutrality in the European 
war,’ according to a belated message 
from Constantinople, dated Aug. 31. The 
communication was tendered by the 
Ambassadors of the three countries. 

The Ambassadors are continuing their 


patriation of the German cruisers Goe- 
ben and Breslau, which are still in 
Turkish waters, the purchase of which 
by Trukey brought objections from 
Great Britain. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Co., 
also dated Aug. 31, declares that the 
idea Of a fresh war is distasteful to 
Turkey. Even in the army there ap- 
pears to be lack of entuhstasm. Prac- 
tically all business has been suspended 
and distress is beginning to be sorely 
felt. 

The number of German officers and 
men now in Constantinople is more than 
2000, the correspondent says. The fresh 
arrivals are being either drafted into the 
navy or sent to the forts along the 
Bosphorus and the Dardanelles, the en- 
trances to which already have been 
mined. 

German reports of recent successes 
against the British and the French ar- 
mies are being exploited in Constantino- 
ple to the utmost by the German em- 
bassy. , 

In anticipation of the poss ility of 
Turkey going to war, British, French 
and Russian residents are beginning to 
send their families away. Already a 
number of English families in Smyrna 
have. gone to Mytilene, on the Island 
of Lesbos, for greater safety.

600 Japanese Students Said 
to Be Prisoners in Germany 
LONDON, Sept. 5.—A dispatch to the 
Central News from Copenhagen says: 
„Information has reached here that 600 
Japanese students from German univer- 
sities have been captured on the Dutch- 
German frontier and imprisoned.“ 


JETROGRAD, Sept. 5.—An agreement 
has been reached between Russia and 
Germany under the terms of which the 
subjects of each State, with certain ex- 
ceptions, will be permitted to leave the 
enemy’s country. The exceptions are 
officers, whether in active service or on 
the retired list; boys and men between 
the ages of 17 and 4 and suspects.

BAD, FRENCH WAR 
MINISTER SAYS 


Great Sacrifices Must Be Made, 
but Victory Will Come, M. 
Millerand Avers.

BORDEAUX, Sept. 5.—As the Min- 
isters of State left the Cabinet room this 
morning, after two hours’ council, their 
faces wore a distinctly cheerful expres- 
sion, due doubtless to the improved out- 

iook. 

Ministers Augagneur 
walked arm in arm, chatting animated- 
ly, obviously satisfied with the business 
accomplished, M. Millerand, the War 
Minister, said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 


respondent: 

Naturally, I am unable to discuss de- 
tails of my department, but I may as- 
sure you the circumstances are not 80 
difficult as many believe. We must 
make great sacrifices, but I am confl- 
dent that victory finally will rest with 
us. We meet daily and are able fully 
to accomplish the heavy task of meet- 
ing the necessities of each eventuality as 
it arises.” 

Explains Closing of Parliament, 

Premier Viviani, speaking with 
reference to the decree closing the 
session of the French Parliament yes- 
terday, said it was designed to per- 
mit the Government to convoke the 
Parliament at Bordeaux if necessary. 

At the council measures were 
adopted for provisioning of the coun- 
try districts. Prefects have been or- 
dered to send out commissions to as- 
certain where foodstuffs are lacking, 
or in excess. Later the Minister of 
Commerce will arrange a scheme for 
distribution of food. 

Bordeaux continues the center of 
a vast influx of refugees from the 
north of France. 

The authorities today canvassed 
the hotels and boardinghouses of the 
entire city, of which there are more 
than 100, and requisitioned them for 
the reception of the wounded. Thanks 
to the splendid weather, thousands of 
the refugees have been enabled to 
bivouac in the open air with com- 
parative comfort, but any change in 
the weather will entail great dis- 
tress. 

Premiere Wife Visits Hospitals. 

There have been splendid examples 
of the generosity of local provision 
dealers in supplying the immediate, 
wants of the most destitute. Mothers 
unable to nourish their infants ob- 
tain .gratuitous relief. No questions 
are asked.

His narrative follows:

In Stuttgart also war was brought 
very close to us by the preparations for 
its victims. The big municipal enter- 
tainment hall was turned into the Red 
Cross headquarters and there many 
hundreds of women were busy all day 
long making and rolling bandages and 
all the other necesities of the wounded, 
while all over the city women were 
busy sewing sheets, night shirts and 
knitting socks, etc., for army use. 

All over the city space had been of- 
fered for taking in the wounded, all the 
way from the rich nobles who gave their 
castles, down to the hymblest citizen 
who offered one rvom out of a total of 
three. And the evening before we left 
Stuttgart, although I did not see them, 
the first batch of about 150 wounded 
from the battle of Muelhausen reached 
the city and were quietly taken to the 
hospitals. 

In a smaller city like Stuttgart rather 
than in a metropolis like Berlin could 
be seen the fact that this is beyond the 
slightest doubt a people's war on which 
the German nation has entered. The 
people wished no war, they hated the 
idea of it. They even now show no pug- 
nacity. But they sincerely believe that 
this war has been thrust upon Germany 
by a conspiracy of her enemies, that it 
s a war of self-defense—nay, more, a 
war of self-preservation, and so far as 
my observations have extended the 
whole people as one man ‘has reluc- 
tantly, earnestly, solemnly determined 
that the bad business must be gone 
through with as quickly and as efficient- 
'y as complete individual self-sacrifice 
can make possible. 

Were this not the abiding conviction 
of the whole nation you’ would not find 
the Socialists, the anti-imperialists and 
the anti-militarists voting unanimously 
in the Reichstag with the pan-Germans 
and the extreme Chauvinists. You would 
not find over .1,000,000 men for one rea- 
json or another exempt from service, 
joining the colors as volunterss. 

No, here surrounded by German influ-

responsible for this war. 

Fighting for Self-Preservation. 

But one thing I do know, and that is 
that the whole German people are con- 
-vinced that the German Government 
did all that it in honor could do to avert 
ithe war, that it declared war on Rus- 
sia and France only after these nations 
had begun actual hostilities against Ger- 
many, and finally, that it is in no senso 
a war of aggresison or for territorial 

uggradizement that Germany is fight- 
jing, but a struggie for its national self - 
preservation. 

That is the strongest force Germany 
has in its present death grapple, ao 
assertion which would ‘be altogether 
lacking if this were only a “Kaiser's 
war.” 

Not only does it seem impossible to 
send news out of Germany but censor- 
ship within the country makes the out- 
side news very. fragn As far as 
1 can make out, the news of the 
war, which is all the German press is: 
allowed to print, is more nearly accu- 
rate than the press reports in England, 
France and Beigium.

And yet our German doctor, a very 
prominent physician and a_ clean-cut 
conservative man, told us that he had 
received letters from friends at the 
front that five wounded German sol- 
diers, lying in a Belgian house were 
found the fdllowing morning with their 
throats cut and that two German pris- 
oners were burnt to death by being 
shoved head down into one of the enor- 
mous Belgian stoves. He had also 
received word that one of hig friends, 
a Red Cross doctor, had been shot in 


the back from ambush and killed while} 


bending over & wounded man and that 
many Other doctors and Red Cross at- 
tendants had been similarly killed, while 
wounded Germans are being fearfully 
mutilated by the peasants where they 
lie on the battlefield. 

Another letter from a Belgian seaside 
resort described to him how several, 
German tourists suddenly were attacked 
by Belgians with pitchforks and all 
killed and how German babies were 
thrown from upper-story windows. Had 
I merely read these things in the news- 
vapers I should have discredited them 
as the usual refugee fakes. But com- 
ing in letters to a highly reputable Ger- 
man physician from supposedly equailr 
reputable friendg,.it looks, unfortunate- 
ly, ag if these atrocities must be true. 

The Germans claim that among the 
French soldiers taken prisoners many 
are in a wretched state of equipment, 
with only remnants of boots hanging to 
their feet and cartridge boxes tied with 
strings for want of straps. Their sto- 
ries of the condition of the captured 
Russians are even more deplorable, al- 
though favorable to the German, chances. 

One official report has a whole troop 
of Cossacks charging up to the Ger- 
mans, their officers at their head, their 
hands in the air, pleading to be cap- 
tured, so that they might eat. Another 
tells of a killed Russian cavalryman on 
whose stomach a German army surgeon 
performed an autopsy. This revealed 
that the stomach contained absolutely 
nothing in the way of food save some 
raw turnips and some oats meant for 
the man’s horse.

This set all the peasants crazy and 
they have been making barricades of 
hay wagons, beer barrels and even 
heavy chains slung across the road from 
posts, with which to hold up automo- 
biles. Many wholly innocent persons 
have been shot and wounded. Not a few 
have been killed, including a prominent 
German Countess and a German army 
rittmeister and nis chauffeur. 

This has seriously hampered the Gov- 
ernment motor message service and for 
thé last two weeks the General Staff has 
been begging and commanding the peo- 
ple to let autos alone, but apparently 
the gold-laden motors have got too deep- 
ly rooted in the peasant imagination for 
news of motorists being’ shot still comes 
in almost daily.

Thus, the other day it was pointed out 
that from Mong-Charleroi to the very 
gates of Paris, the German advance had 
followed the course and the strategy of 
Grant from the Wilderness to Cold Har- 
bor. In each case, a superior army ad- 
vancing upon the enemy's capital had 
endeavored at once by frental and flank 
attack to crush the opposing army and 
to cut it off from the capital. Mons- 
Charleroi, Landrecies-Avesnes, St. Quen- 
tin-Guise—these battles are wholly anai- 
ogous to the Wilderness, Spottsylvania 
and South Anna, while the other recent 
battle, about which we know nothing, 
ny probably be compared to Cold Har- 
bor. 

Pelicy of Isolation. 

Having failed at Cold Harbor, which 
Was so near to Richmond that the 
smoke and sound of battle drifted over 
the Confederacy’s capital, what was 
Grant’s next move? A wide swing east 
and south to put himself in the rear of 
the Confederate capital, to take Peters- 
burg if possible, and to get possession of 
the railways leading south from Rich- 
mond. In a word, his strategy was sim- 
ply to isolate.the city of Richmond, and 
he left on the north only a minor force, 
taking the bulk of his army south. 


Now a glance at the map shows that 
La Ferte-Sous-Jouarre, the point ai 
which the German movement seems to 
be directed, is south and east of the firs: 
lino of forts of Paris. It is on the 
Marne, and if the Germans succeed in 
crossing that river, they will automa- 
ically secure a number of the main rail- 
roads leading east and northeast ard 
connecting the armies of the center and 
right, that is, of the Meuse and Lor- 
raine, with Paris. 

Still further pressed, such a movement 
will strike the Seine at Fontainebleau 
and give the Germans control of prac- 


tically all the railways and roads going 
east. Paris will then be isolated from 
the east and north. 

Two Parallels Drawn. 


Precisely the same situation existed 
when Grant, after long months of siege 
work befere Petersburg, finally broke 
the Confederate line at Five Forks. Lee 
was then forced to retreat hastily to 
apo being cut off completely from the 
south. His retreat Was Degun too late. 
and his army was captured before it 
could get west of the enveloping lines of 
Grant and Sheridan, moving west along 
the Appomattex. In the Franco-Prus- 
sian War the same operation shut Ba- 
zaine with ins» seat army up in Mets 
and insured its . mate surrender be- 
cause of threatened starvation. 


The present turning mov cii: if it 
is of the character indicated, and is suc- 
cessful, will presently leave the allics 
with the choice of being shut up in Paris 
and going south, necessarily to the 
Loire, the next line of defense, and the

position of the French armies in 1871. 


Paris will then be wholly invested, and 
can be besieged, 


One more consequence of the present 
move would be to igolate the army about 
Paris from thoge in the north and east. 
If, at the same time, the German ad- 
vance toward Rheims and Verdun 
should be pushed, it might form another 
turning move to drive the army of the 
Meuse south and east of Rheims and 
upon the army of Lorraine, now fight- 
ing about Nancy. Such a move would 
wholly separate the two masses of 
French forces in the field. 

But it should be recalled that such a 
tremendous extension of lines in the 
enemy’s country will nece: ‘tate run- 
ning many risks. It might be possible 


kor the allies north of Paris to break the 


German right in front of them and move 
east on their line of communications, or 
send raids west of this line, as Lee did 
when he digpatched Early to Washing- 
ton-in 1864. 
Germans Confined to Land. 

One further and tremendous disad- 
vantage the Germans have which did 
not confront Grant. They have not the 
control of the sea. If they had, they 
could establish their base at Dieppe or 
Boulogne, as Grant did at City Point, 
and the difficulty of guarding com- 
munications for nearly 20 miles through 
hostile country would be avoided. This 
operation must be a heavy ‘tas upon the 


German invading forces, calling for 


thousands of men. 

It may be assumed that the allies will 
risk one more battle before they retire 
to leave Paris to its fate. Yet they 
have no such necessity to stay about 
Paris as Lee had to stay about Rich- 
mond. Indeed, the departure of the 
Government officials south to Bordeaux 
was a plain evidence that military con- 
siderations were not to be sacrificed to 
political. 

To sum up briefly, so far as it is possi- 
ble to see now, the German attempt to 
get between Paris and the allied army 
and roll it up has failed, after two 
weeks of terrific fighting. The allies have 
succeeded in getting back to Paris.' Now 
the Germans are beginning a new opera- 
tion to isolate Paris from the north 
icf east of France and if possible to 
urive the whole allied forces back into 
Paris and shut it up there. In this, 
they seem exactly to be pursuing the 
plans Grant employed in his Virginia 
campaign of 1804-6. 


But se absorbing has deen the 
struggle about Paris that something 
of a real perspective has been ivet. 
The main purpose ‘of the Germans 
was to crush her and u«.stroy her 
military force before Kussia shwuit 
become so dangerous on the east as 
to compel sending troops from France 
to Posen and East Prussia. 

Five weeks after the declaration of 
war, no army of France has been 
crushed, so far as we ow now. On 
the other hand, Rugsia has come up, 
terribly defeated the main Austrian 
army, and occupied most of East Prus- 
sia. The way for her advance to Ber- 
un is now cleared, and her general 
staff announces today that it will be- 
gin at once. 


It is plain, then, that next week may 
well be the limit of the time left to 
Germany to use all her forces against 
France. If she falle in that, her ad- 
vantage of numbers in the west may 
have to be surrendered to imperious 
necessities of self-defense in the Bast.

Henry A. Mathes Aroused Sus- 
picions of British by Sketch- 
ing on North Sea Coast. 
| A letter from Henry A. Mathes, St. 
Louis artist, who was released by 
the English authorities at Sunderiand, 
Aug. 20, after being held since the 
opening of the war as a German spy 
suspect, was received yesterday by 
I, Mathes, the artist's brother, 6830 
Maple avenue, telling of his experiences 

while a prisoner. 

The artist was arrested by the 
British while sketching in the vicin- 
ity of the north coast of England, 
opposite the German coast. In re- 
leasing him, after the State- Depart- 
ment at Washington had made repre- 
sensations in his behalf, ‘the presiding 
magistrate at his triAl cautioned him 
egainst répeating the sketching inci- 
dent. Mathes’ letter to his brother’ 
follows: 

“Dear Brother—The pot of Burope 
is on the boil and running over. 
Sherman is right. War is Hell. 

“But can you fancy your own peace- 
ful brother H., being in prison on a 
charge of being an agent of the 
Kaiser on English soil? 

“For two weeks I was the ‘idol’ of 
the military authorities, Herlock 
Sholmeses, fingerprint men and other 
devotees of the crime business. 
Everything in my place was ransacked 
(for the ‘poipers’). All my private 
correspondence was opened and some 
of the papers are still held by the 
High Chief Lord Executioner at that 
famous Scotland Yards you read 
about. 

Innocence Definitely Proves. 

“Never was a mere artist as care- 
fully looked after as was I. The 
prison is in Old Durham, a town that 
still smells of the Middle Ages in 
its quaint picturesqueness. The pris- 
on is beautiful—from the outside. 

Now my innocence ig definitely prov- 
en, but the war cheats me out of the 
chance of bringing sult against the Gov- 
ernment for false imprisonment. 

“Alas, dear brother, fame is but « 
transient guest in this age of Me etd 
ography, where man’s reputation is 
made and killed in the same reel. How- 
ever, I still have my skin on me, but, 
what next? No one knows the outcome 
at this bloody war. I think out of all 
this a general revolution will come. This 
is only the work of scene shifters, as 
it were, the drama, will soon begin.

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FABRIC OF CASINGS 
“Damaged tubes and casings are both 
often caused by rusty rims,’’ says one 
bf the tire experts of the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Co. Where rims are not 
given attention and kept clean, rust 
often eats into the rubber where the 
tube comes in contact with the rim, and 
tube life is shortened. 

“In tire casings, especially with 
tlincher tires, chafed fabric often ar- 
tives through bent or rusty rim 
Hanges.

Where rust is found, the use of sand 
paper and tale or graphite often helps. 
Rim paint is recommended. In cases 
where rims are properly watched and 
tared for, the results in tire mileage 
Aways more than pay for the trouble 
~in hard dollars as well as ‘r the sense 
of greater tire security on the road.

After driving over 4000 miles with the 
hood still sealed, Perkins decided to 
further test the qualities of his car and 
decided to drive to the Hupmobile fac- 
tory at Detroit. His wife, sister and 
little daughter, Gladys, accompanied 
him on the journey.

MANY WILL TOUR 
FROM THE EAST 10 
PACIFIC. COAST 


Spring Travel Will Be to the 
Expositions at San Francisco 
and San Diego. 


In addition to the usual large number 
of Eastern motorists who go regular- 
ly to California for part of the winter, 
there are many more who will drive 
across to the approaching expositions 
at San Francisco and San Diego, as- 
serts Chairman Frank X. Mudd of the 
A. A. A. Touring Board, 437 Fifth av- 
enue, New York City, which reports an 
increasing call for information on the 
different routes that can now be used 
for trips all or a greater part of the 
Way across the continent. The most 
popular season for cross-country travel 
is the early fall, when the weather is 
likely to be more settled than in the 
spring, and long distance trips can be 
made more comfortably than in mid- 
summer. 

During 1914 there has been relatively 
little through travel over the extreme 
northern route, on account of the road 
work in process through Snoqualmis 
Pass in the Cascade Mountains, Wasli- 
ington State. Rut that strategic im- 
provement is now nearing completion, 
so that, beginning next vear, the 
Northwest Trail’’ may be consicerest 
safer and more feasible than ever be- 
fore for those who would like to travel 
overland from the Twin Cities to Wash- 
ington and Oregon, visiting en route 
Yellowstone and Glacier National parks. 
Both of these are directly tapped bv 
the pioneer northern §§ transcontinenta! 
route. 

During September, and probably up to 
mid-October, most of the westboun] 
travel to the Pacific Coast will use the 
Lincoln highway, destined to be the 
great central route, which west of Cu- 
cago for about 95 per cent of the way 
duplicates the route of what has. been 
called the “Overland Trail.“ The Lin- 
coln highway is now being rapidly 
sign-posted. On account of the likeli- 
hood of encountering snow in the Cas- 
cade Mountains after November, there 
1emains the option of leaving the route 
at Salt Lake City for the final link ‘n 
the Midland Trail,“ through Tonapah, 
foldfield and Independence, to Los An- 
geles, which can be made considerably 
later than the direct crossing of tho 
Cascades through Reno and past Lake 
Tahoe. 


CURIOSITY RIFE AS TO 
CADILLAC’S MYSTERY 


The fact that the Cadillac Motor Car 
Co. has not yet made announcement of 
its new product is probably causing 
more comment and arousing wider- 
spread interest than anything that has 
taken place in the motor industry for 
some time. The facts are to come out 
Sept. 25, says a letter to I. G. McNeics, 
head of the St. Louis Cadillac agency. 

“What is the Cadillac going to brinz 
out??“ has become the question most 
often asked by manufacturers, dealers 
and the automobile public if general. 
Guesses without number have been 
made. They have run the whole gamut 
of possibility, but nothing has come 
from an official source to confirm any 
of the conjectures. 

That the interest displayed does not 
arise wholly from curiosity is shown in 
the brief statement of Cadillac Sales 
Manager Howard regarding orders al- 
ready booked for the forthcoming prod- 
uct. 

“In spite of the fact that we have 
made no announcement of our plans.“ 
said Mr. Howard, “our dealers have now 
on hand more than 2000 orders for the 
new e car.“ 

As usual, the interest concerning the 
Cadillac is not confined to present Cad- 
illac owners, but permeates all circles 
of dealers and motorists in general. It 
has been evident for years that the 
public regards the annual Cadillac an- 
nouncement of the utmost significance. 
This is undoubtedly due partially to the 
fact that the Cadillac company is the 
largest producer of high-grade cars, and 
to the further fact that its productions 
exert a far-reaching influence on the in- 
dustry. 


HARD CONTEST FOR TRUCK 


Word comes from Los Angeles that a 
contest was held recently in that vicin- 
ity which was conceded to be thy great- 
est event of its kind ever held. “Twenty- 
four motor trucks of various makes and 
classes were pitted against each other 
in a strenuous run of over 200 miles 
against the heaviest kind of odds. 

In laying out a route for this test, a 
committee appointed by the Motor 
Truck Dealers’ Association of California 
selected the worst roads to be found in 
that section, to make the affair a real 
test of endurance. Some of the roads 
were in such condition that the touring 
car in which the committee traveled 
found the greatest difficulty in making 
their way. Rough dirt roads with deep 
ruts, stretches of deep sand, where the 
wheels slid and foundered almost help- 
lessly, steep hill climbs, slipperly oiled 
roads and in fact every kind of obstacle 


was arranged for that would make the 


affair a real test of tires and mech- 
anism. 

Starting at Los Angeles, they bore 
southeast to Riverside; then north 
through Redlands and San Bernardino 
and then westeward again to Los An- 
geles. 

The best score was chalked up in fa- 
vor of a 1800-pound Menominee truck. In 
the two days of travel they consumed 
about sixteen gallons of gasoline, one 
quart of ofl and one quart of water. 
They made the last 91 miles tn 4h. 28m. 
The driver gives much of the credit fer 
his victory to the behavior of the Fire- 
stone tires with which the truck was 
equipped.

Harvey R. Stewart, foreign represen- 
tative of the Paige-Detroit Motor Car 
Co., has had a thrilling experience in 
France and England, in which a night 
flight from Paris in a Paige figures 
prominently. 

Mr. Stewart has represented the 
Paige in Europe for two years and was 
naturally among the first to decide that 
war was imminent and that he must 
get to London if he were not to be bot- 
tled up indefinitely on the Continent. 

“About 10 o’clock at night.“ writes 
Mr. Stewart, I decided to ‘beat it’ for 
London. I knew there would be no 
trains, except trains carrying French 
troops and supplies. I didn’t think it 
likely I could get through in an auto- 
mobile. But it seemed to be my one 
bet. 

“I got a Paige ‘36’ about midnight and 
started for Calais, with the hope of 
getting a steamer across the Channel. 

Every French town, village and ham- 
let was awake, singing, marching, weep- 
ing—all night. I never saw such ex- 
citement and patriotism and determina- 
tion in my life. It brought your heart 
up into your throat to hear peasants 
singing ‘The Marseillaise’ and God Save 
the King’ at 3 o’clock in the morning in 
some little village buried in the woods. 

“At Calais the Government grabbed 
my Paige. I knew they would. I was 
in luck to get that far with it. In 
about an hour a Channel steamer sailed 
for Dover? I had just about enough 
change to buy my ticket and ‘fix’ the 
purser. And it took ‘some fixing,’ too. 

When I reached London I had some 
big checks to cash and I found a bank 
holiday declared for five days. You 
can’t imagine what that meant. It 
meant that wealthy people—everybody— 
were suddenly deprived of the chance 
of getting food—actual food. 

„ found well-dressed American ladies 
and their children sitting on their bag- 
gage, weeping because they were hun— 
gry and terrified and friendless. 

“If found some friends, who divided 
their cash with me, amd we fed scores 
of Americans who had thousands of dol- 
lars in money orders and letters of 


credit in their pockets. 

“Trish and Scotch regiments were 
marching into London, day and night, 
on their way to Belgium. I talked to 
the officers. They all said. We're thal 
first to go and we'll never come back. 
England is fighting for her life and 
we've got to die.“ 

In à letter dated Aug. 5 Mr. Stewart 
describes heartbrreaking scenes of Brit- 
ish soldiers saying a last farewell to 
their families at the wharves and de- 
pots.

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Health Commissioner Calls a 
Conference When Tests 
Show Colon Bacilli. 

A MYSTERY 


ORIGIN IS 


They So Often Indicate Danger 
of Typhoid That the Author- 
ities Are Worried. 


Some hidden and abnormal condi- 
tion, Health Commissioner Starkloff 
said yesterday after a consultation 
with 30 dairymen, is responsible for 
the presence of colon bacilli in the 
milk from nine dairies in which tests 
have been completed, out of 225 sam- 
ples of milk taken by the Health 
Department, 

This revelation, following the dis- 
covery that water in the city mains 
is contaminated with the same germ, 
creates a serious public problem, said 
Dr. Starkloff, which is causing the 
Health Department grave concern as 
to how the peril may be combated. 

So far as science has learned, the 
colon bacillus is not itself the author 
of any known disease, but it appears 
so frequently in company with the 
typhoid germ that bacteriologists fre- 
quently regard it as an almost cer- 
tain indicator of the presence of ty- 
phoid bacteria. However, there is 
not now an unusual number of 
typhoid cases in the city, and no 
deaths were caused by the disease 
last week. Dr. Starkloff said that he 
believed the present epidemic of 
typhoid at the city hospital to be 
sporadic and due to a local condi- 
tion. 

Germs Appear Suddenly. 

The gravity of the milk situation 
is due to the mystery as to the origin 
of the contamination, and to the sud- 
denness with which the dangerous 
germs made their appearance. Until 
the present tests were instituted, the 
city milk, except for isolated in- 
stances, was in admirable condi- 
tion, according to statistics of the 
Health Department. The average 
number of bacteria to the cubic centi- 
meter was less than 8000, whereas 
as many as 50,000 are permitted by 
ordinance. 

Officials 
out that 
cases in which 


of the department point 
in every one of the nine 
tests have been com- 
pleted the milk was found to be 
alarmingly contaminated, and that 
this result augurs unfavorably for 
the outcome of the remainder of the 
tests. 

Dr. Starkloff questioned the dairy- 
men in his office at the Municipal 
Courts Building as to the process by 
which the city milk is handled. They 
declared that the milk is pasteurized 
by a method hitherto considered in- 
fallibly destructive to germ life, that 
the caps on the bottles, which in all 
the big dairies are sealed by machin- 
ery and not by hand, have been 
Rprov ed by bacteriologica! test to be 
sterile, and that the cans and bottles 
are sterilized with boiling water. 

The Health Commissioner replied 
that, in the opinion of authorities on 
milk purification, it is impossible for 
properly pasteurized milk to contain 
any examples of the colon bacillus. 

Process fer Milk. 

B. C. Kirhoff, secretary of the P 
ely Dairy Co., described the process 
by which milk reaches the tables of 
city consumers. Most of the milk 
used in St. Louis, he said, is shipped 
from Southern IIlinoise in eight and 
10 gallon cans, and is hauled from 
the railroad freight depots to the 
dairies. There it is, poured into 2 
pasteurzing container, which is heated 
by steam to 144 degrees for 30 min- 
utes. This is the Holding system, 
said Kirkhoff, which is recognized ag 
the most efficient process for elimi- 
nating germs. 

Ase the next step the milk is au- 
tomatically removed into fillers and 
is poured tnto bottles which have been 
scoured in hot water with a machine 
made for that purpose. The bottles 
are sealed by machinery and placed 
in the cooling rooms until the next 
day, when they ate placed on wagons 
for delivery. The seal is not broken 
until the bottle is opened by the 
customer. Most the milk sold to St. 
Louis consumers, Kirhoff said is bot- 
tled. 

It was recognized that in the pro- 
cess of transporting milk from the 
cow to the dairy there were pos- 
sibilities of infection, but it was be- 
lieved that these were eliminated by 
the pasteurizing system employed at 
the dairies. 


CARDENS IN NEW YORK 


Fatal Attack on B. C. Conway 
by Policeman’s Son Followed 
Quarrel Over Ladder’s Position. 


“SPITE WALL” WAS 


Principals All Allege Indignities, 
Slayer Out on Bond Ordered 
Rearrested When Victim Dies. 


A painter, who on Thursday wished to 
reach with his brush the upper part of 
the front porch of a residence at 3907 
Kennerly avenue, occupied by the fam- 
flies of Willlam Conway and R. C. 
Hazelit, placed the foot of his ladder on 
an adjoining residence lot, 3909 Ken- 
nerley, oceupled by Policeman James 
<off and family. Mrs. Coff strenu- 
ously objected. 

This was the beginning of the end of 
a “‘clothés-line feud’’ of months’ dura- 
tion, which culminated in the death 
of Benjamin C. Conway, 54 years old, 
father of William Conway, who died 
at the city hospital yesterday afternoon 
from injuries received in a fight Fri- 
day night, while trying to protect his 
son from dn attack by James Coff Jr., 
25 years old, son of the policeman. 

There had been bad feeling between 
the occupants of the two houses for 
several months. Policeman Coff 
owned his little home, and was proud 
of the neat condition in which he kept 
it. In the spring the two other fami- 
lies gnoved next door, with their chil- 
dren. 

Then the trouble began. According 
to Coff Sr., the young son of Mrs. Haze- 
Ht annoyed his wife time and again, 
while playing in front of his home. 
Likewise Coff said that Mrs. Hazelit’s 
young daughter shouted names out of 
their back window at his daughter fre- 
quently while she was in her own rear 
yard. 

Then the Hazelit-Conway household 
put up a swing in their rear yard. One 
day while one of the youngsters of the 
family was swinging, a paling of the 
division fence was kicked off. This 
lead to more bitter feeling. Coff said 
that young Ransom Hazelit would often 
drop over the division fence and tramp 
down their little flower garden. 

“Spite Wall” Ereeted. 

Finally, he built a “spite wall!“ of 
brick, 10 feet tall and about fifteen feet 
long, between them.

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TURKEY RAISING 
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IELY HINTS ON 
HOW 10 HANDLE 
GROWING b 


Clean, Cool Quarters, Pure 
Water, Culling and Plenty of 
~ Room Essential to Success. 


The hot summer period, especially 


through August and the first half of | 


September, is often rather hard on the 
growing stock. They often grow slowly 
at this period. If you can keep the 
chicks growing rapidly and steadily, so 
much the better. At any rate, this is 4 
time when they should have specially 
good care. If they come to the end cf 
the heated period in good condition they 
will be in shape to take on rapid growth 
in the pleasant fall months. So at' this 
time it is well to do those things it is 
not easiest to do; that is, keep clean, 
fresh water before the young stock; 
supply green stuff regularly in some 
form; keep down the lice; keep the 
chicks in as cool and comfortable quar- 
ters as you can, and clean up often. 

it is a good plan to separate the sexes 

on as the cockerels are gallant to 
pullets. Both cockerels and pullets 
oi. grow better if separated. 

Don't overerowd the growing chicks. 
‘You will cheat yourself it you try to 
ralse too many chicks in small quar- 
ters. It you have the facilities for do- 
ing it, the chicks of different sizcs 
should be kept separated. The late 
ohleks weighing a pound or two will not 
do their best if allowed to run with 
earlier chicks weighing four or five 
pounds. 

If you have pure bred stock and are 
particular as to quality, cull closely and 
promptly. As soon as it becomes ap- 
parent that a chick is fit only for the 
pot or the skillet, dispose of him. This 
will give the good ones a better chance. 
Keep on doing this. Keeping too many 
fowls is a common fault. If you want 
really good stuff, don't forget the “qual- 
„tr not quantity“ rule. 

It the growing stock is properly pro- 
tected from natural enemies it is weil 
‘to let them roost in the open or as near- 
ly go as possible, and keep this up until 
the weather gets really cold, but not, 
of course, 
the chicks good care, but it is just as 
bad to make molly-coddles of chicks aa 
of boys. 

If you know approximately how many 
young birds you will keep through the 
“winter, have your winter quarters ready 
when the time comes. It is my belief 
that you cannot overfeed young stock 
if the feed is of the right sort.

order named. Increase the oats as the 
chicks grow larger. Oats is grea:

Alling Ducks. 

[I have two Indian Runner baby ducks 
that are sick.

This condition is usually caused by an 
unbalanced rational—absence of bone- 
making material—or lack of exercise. 

ould suggest that you let the duck- ; 
lings have plenty of green feed, such | 
as lettuce, cabbage leaves, grass or ten- 
der weeds. The best thing to do, if pos- 
sie, would be to turn them out on a 
grassy plot. Then they would have 
green picking and exercise at the same 
time. They also need grit in some 
form. Discontinue the feed you are now 
giving them and try a wet mash of 
three parts of bran and one part of 
cornmeal, miking in a very small amount | 
of grit—l or 2 per cent. They should 
have plenty of clean water to drink, 
but it is better not to give them enough 
to swim in. Do not let them get chilled. 


Moulting; Low Nests. 

None of my hens have any feathers ou 
their “wings and necks and the other 
feathers are rough in appearance. Why 
is this? How high from the 2 should 
nests be?

In my estimation, no disease that af- 
fects' fowls is as severe as chickenpox,” 
declares J. C. Clipp, the well-known 
poultry breeder and juage of Indiana.

The trouble with chickenpox is that it is 
Such a sneaking disease and half the 
fowls are ready for death before you 
realize there is anything wrong. 

“A few days ago a neighbor called me 
over the phone and asked me what was 
the matter with her chickens. She said 
her fowls were all going blind and had 
sores all over their heads and many 
were already dead. I knew at once just 
what was the trouble. I have watched 
this disease year after year and experi- 
mented with several different treatments 
but have found only one that is a real 
preventive and cure. Just as soon as 
any of the birds are affected, pen all of 
them up and treat them as follows: 

“Get two ounces of carbolated vaseline 
and 10 grains of yellow oxide of mer- 
cury. Mix thoroughly and anoint each 
bird’s face, comb, wattles, ete. Do this 


whether they show signs of the disease 
or not and you will have no more trou- 
ble with chickenpox.

Sometimes turkey breeders advertise 
that they have 300 to 500 turkeys to sell, 
or that they have raised some such 
number themselves. I would not go so 
far as to say they are lying about 


their flocks, but usually in such ‘cases 
the breeder has raised a few at home 
and has also put out eggs with a num- 
ber of his neighbors, so that the 300 to 
500 have been raised in a half dozen to 
a dozen flocks. 

The advertiser is justified in claiming 
them all as his own ck, because they 
all came from his eggs. But the mis- 
chief lies in this—that the reader of 
the advertisement may get a_ vision 
Of easy money by raising turkeys on a 
large scale. But usually it doesn’t work 
out that way. Raising 500 turkeys on 
one farm may be done, but it’s about 
as difficult a task as one ever under- 
took. Usually the attempt is a failure. 
Maybe it will be more feasible some 
time when turkeys become more thor- 
oughly domesticated. 

I heard of two women who are rais- 
ing many hundreds of turkeys in South- 
ern California, in the Imperial Valley, 
all on one farm. I don’t question that 
they are doing it, but beware of follow- 
ing their example in Missouri, Illinois 
or Kansas. 

Ordinarily turkeys must be grown in 
comparatively small numbers, and on 
new ground, if possible. It takes an

Your troubles, due to the attempt to 
raise too many turkeys, will be various. 
There are likely to be all the troubles 
you can think of, and then some you 
hadn't thought of. For qpe thing you 
probably will not raise them at all. 
They will die. And if they do ma- 
ture many of them will be undersized. 
And an undersized turkey will not give 
you much satisfaction. 


Moreover, the plumage of turkeys not 
properly grown will be inferior. In the 
bronze variety, for example, you will 
not have the brilliancy of coloring 
without which it is not beautiful. And 
then if the turkeys are not properly 
raised you will have more troubles when 
you attempt to breed from such birds. 


Turkey raising is interesting and prof- 
itable. When one gets the turkey fever 
he ‘has a disease in comparison with 
which the chicken fever is mild indeed. 
But if you go too fast in raising tur- 
keys, your fever is due to recéive a 
course of treatment that will effect a 
thorough cure and a cure that will 
make vou immune against all future 
attacks.

HE richest wife in the world is also the 
woman who, among all the wives of world 
famous men, is the least known to the “a 
world. Mrs. John D. Rockefeller, wife . 
of the Oil King, has all her life been 80 
averse to publicity, and her wishes in this 
respect have been so carefully respected, 
that ‘her features are utterly unknown to the public. 
as very few of her photographs have ever been pub 
lished. Practically nothing concerning her personality 
has ever been printed in the press. 

A pathetic interest is now attracted to her because 
her golden wedding anniversary occurs next Tuesday, 
and because through several years of infirm health she 
kept herself in courage by determining to outlive at 
least a half-century of marriage. A feeble old woman 
of 75 years, secluded in the quiet corner of Pocantico 
Hills, Tarrytown, N. Y., her great ambition has been 
to survive the golden anniversary of her wedding. 

And her golden wedding is to be golden, indeed. For 
is not the very name of Rockefeller spelled in million 
dollar marks? It will be an epoch-marking occasion 
this golden wedding of the richest couple in all the 
earth. 

Plenty there are of 50-year wedding anniversaries in 
these days. But seldom do the very rich and less often 
do the very richest dwell together in peace and com- 
panionship through half a century of nuptial experience, 
resisting the onslaught of time and the wear and tear 
incident to the amassing of fortune and all the burdens 
that money brings until they reach an age sufficiently 
ripe to plan for golden weddings. 

It was in Cleveland, O., on Sept. 8, 1864, that Laura 
Celestia Spelman and John Davison Rockefeller took 
their marital vows. The bridegroom was 25 years old 
and so was the bride almost, her birthday immediately | 
succeeding her wedding day. Their romance had its 
foundation in an acquaintanceship when both were in 
grammar school at Cleveland, and ripened after Miss 
Spelman had finished her education at a boarding school 
in Worcester, Mass., and returned in 1859 to Cleveland 
to teach. 

Mr. Rockefeller had been a clerk in a Cleveland com- 
mission house, but about this time he entered into the 
partnership of Clark & Rockefeller in the commission 
business, and laid the foundation for his fortune in 
furnishing food supplies to the Union army at the out- 
set of the Civil War. His sweetheart agreed to wait 
for him until he had firmly established himself, and 
their wedding was deferred until John, with the fruits 
of his commission business invested, launched into the 
oil industry with Andrews, Clark & Co., in 1862. 

The story of how Rockefeller rose to fortune sub- 
sequently by the formation of the successive concerns 
ot William Rockefeller & Co., and the various Standard 
Oil companies, culminating in the Standard Trust, is 
familiar to almost every schoolboy. But what of his 
wife, this little, old woman of today, who is looking * 
forward so earnestly to the coming of her golden wed- 
ding anniversary?

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Eyes Shine in the Dark 


YES of cats and certain other ani- 
mals shine in the dark because of 
‘the construction of the choroit 
membrane, situated behind the 
retina. In man this membrane is impres-: 
nated with black pigment, while in cats it 
is formed of flat cells, containing crys- 
talline bodies which reflect the light. For 
it must be remembered that a cat's eyes 
do not shine in absolute darkness; there 
must be light to be reflected. The cat's 
eyes reflect all the light there is and re- 
flect it in one faint ray. 
There are certain butterflies and bectles 
whose eyes when lighted from the side 
shines like rubies. Prof, Bugnion has 
found that the retina of a sphinx moth 
(sphinx euphorbia) is very thick and is 
impregnated with a rose-colored pigment 
called erythropsin. In it the reflection 
of the light is due toa network of silvery 
spiral vessels that carpet part of the 
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
